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SACRAMENT  OF  THE   LORD'S  SUPPER, 

(From  the  Free  Methodist  Discipline,  Chapter  X,  Section  III.) 
GENERAL    DIRECTIONS. 

\  263.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper 
among  us  who  is  guilty  of  any  immoral  or  unchristian  practice 
for  which  we  would  exclude  a  member  of  our  Church. 

If  264.  All  persons  properly  included  in  the  general  in- 
vitation may  be  allowed  to  partake  of  the  Lord's  Supper  among 
us. 

ORDER   OF   ADMINISTERING. 
[The  Elder  may  say:] 

If  266.  Ye  that  do  truly  and  earnestly  repent  of  your  sins, 
and  are  in  love  and  charity  with  your  neighbors,  and 
intend  to  lead  a  new  life,  following  the  command- 
ments of  God,  and  walking  henceforth  in  his  holy  ways; 
draw  near  with  faith,  and  take  this  holy  sacrament  to  your 
comfort:  and  make  your  humble  confession  to  Almighty  God, 
meekly  kneeling  upon  your  knees. 

[Then  may  the  general  confession  be  made.] 

Almighty  God,  Father  and  our  Lord   Jesus  Christ,  Maker  of 

all  things,  Judge  of  all  men :  we  acknowledge  and  bewail  our 

manifold  sins   and  wickedness,  which  we  from  time  to  time 

most  grievously  have  committed,  by  thought,  word,  and  deed, 

against  thy  Divine  Majesty,  provoking  most  justly  thy  wrath 

and  indignation  against  us.     We  do  earnestly  repent,  and  are 

heartily  sorry  for  these  our  misdoings ;  the  remembrance  of  them 

is  grievous  unto  us.     Have  mercy  upon  us,  have  mercy  upon  us, 

most  merciful  Father;  for  thy  Son,  our  Lord  Jesus   Christ's 

sake,  forgive  us  all  that  is  past;  and  grant  that  we  may  ever 

hereafter  serve  and  please  thee  in  newness  of  life,  to  the  honor 

and  glory  of  thy  name,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

[Or  in  place  of  the  above  the  Elder  may  say  the  Lord's  Prayer;  the 
people  repeating  after  him  every  petition.] 

%  267.  Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy 
name;  thy  kingdom  come;  thy  will  be  done  in  earth  as  it  is  in 
heaven;  give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread;  and  forgive  us  our 
debts,  as  we  forgive  our  debtors;  and  lead  us  not  into  tempta- 
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tion.  but  deliver   us  from  evil;  for  thine  is  the  kingdom,  and 
the  power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever.    Amen. 
[Then  may  the  Elder  say,] 

0  Almighty  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  who  of  thy  great 
mercy  hast  promised  forgiveness  of  sins  to  all  them  that  with 
hearty  repentance  and  true  faith,  turn  unto  thee;  have  mercy 
upon  us;  pardon  and  deliver  us  from  our  sins,  confirm  and 
strengthen  us  in  all  goodness,  and  bring  us  to  everlasting  life, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

[The  Collect.] 

Almighty  God.  unto  whom  all  hearts  be  opened,  all  desires 
known,  and  from  whom  no  secrets  are  hid;  cleanse  the  thoughts 
of  our  hearts,  by  the  inspiration  of  thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  we 
may  perfectly  love  thee,  and  worthily  magnify  thy  holy  name, 
through  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

[Then  may  the  Elder  say,] 

It  is  very  meet,  right,  and  our  bounden  duty  that  we  should 
at  all  times,  and  in  all  places,  give  thanks  unto  thee,  0  Lord, 
holy  Father,  Almighty  and  everlasting  God. 

Therefore,  with  angels  and  archangels,  and  with  all  the  com- 
pany of  heaven,  we  laud  and  magnify  thy  glorious  name  ever- 
more praising  thee,  and  saying.  Holy,  holy,  holy,  Lord  God  of 
hosts,  heaven  and  earth  are  full  of  thy  glory,  Glory  be  to  thee, 
0  Lord  most  high.     Amen. 

[Then  may  the  Elder  say,] 

We  do  not  presume  to  come  to  this  thy  table,  0  merciful 
Lord,  trusting  in  our  own  righteousness,  but  in  thy  manifold  and 
great  mercies. .  We  are  not  worthy  so  much  as  to  gather  up  the 
crumbs  under  thy  table.  But  thou  art  the  same  Lord,  whose 
property  is  always  to  have  mercy ;  grant  us  therefore  gracious 
Lord,  so  to  eat  the  flesh  of  thy  dear  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  to 
drink  his  blood,  that  we  may  live  and  grow  thereby,  and  that 
being  washed  through  his  most  precious  blood,  we  may  ever- 
more dwell  in  him,  and  he  in  us.    Amen. 

[Then  may  the  Elder  say  the  prayer  of  consecration,  as  follows,]

whole  world:  and  did  institute,  and  in  his  holy  gospel  command

humbly  beseech  thee,  and   grant  that  we,  receiving  these  thy

Then  may  the  minister  first  receive  the  communion  in  both 
kinds  himself,  and  then  proceed  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  other  min- 
isters in  like  manner,  (if  any  there  be  present),  and  after  that  to  the 
people  also,  in  order ;  into  their  hands.  And  when  he  delivereth  the 
bread  he  shall  say, 

The  body  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  was  given  for  thee, 
preserve  thy  soul  and  body  unto  everlasting  life.  Take  and 
eat  this  in  remembrance  that  Christ  died  for  thee,  and  feed  on 
him  in  thy  heart,  by  faith,  with  thanksgiving. 

And  the  minister  that  delivereth  the  cup  may  say. 

The  blood  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  was  shed  for  thee, 
preserve  thy  soul  and  body  unto  everlasting  life.  Drink  this 
in  remembrance  that  Christ's  blood  was  shed  for  thee,  and  be 
thankful. 

If  the  consecrated  bread  or  wine  shall  be  all  spent  before  all  have  com- 
municated, the  elder  may  consecrate  more,  by  repeating  the  prayer 
of  consecration. 

When  all  have  communicated,  the  minister  shall  return  to  the  Lord's 
table,  and  place  upon  it  what  remain eth  of  the  consecrated  elements, 
covering  the  same  with  a  fair  linen  cloth. 

Here  the  elder  may  offer  extempore  prayer,  concluding  with  this  bless- 
ing: 

May  the  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  understanding,  keep 

your  hearts  and  minds  in  the  knowledge  and  love  of  God,  and 

of  his  Son   Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,    and  the  blessings  of  God 

Almighty,  the  Father,  the  Son.  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  among 

you  and  remain  with  you  always .     Amen. 


THE   RITE  OF  BAPTISM. 

(From  the  Free 'Methodist  Discipline,  Chapter  X,  Sections  I  and  II.) 

1f  255.  Let  every  adult  person,  and  the  parents  of  every 
child  to  be  baptized,  have  the  choice  either  of  immersion, 
sprinkling,  or  pouring. 

If  256.  We  will  on  no  account  whatever,  make  a  charge  for 
administering  Baptism,  or  for  burying  the  dead. 

THE   MINISTRATION   OF   BAPTISM  TO   INFANTS.* 

[The  minister  coming  to  the  font,  which  is  to  be  filled  with  pure  water, 
shall  use  the  following:] 

If  257.  Dearly  beloved,  forasmuch  as  our  Saviour,  Christ,  saith, 
''Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not,  for 
of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  Heaven  f  and  as  the  holy  apostle  St. 
Peter,  declares  that,  "The  promise  is  unto  you  and  to  your 
children,"  therefore  this  child  has  been  brought  hither  that  he 
may  be  consecrated  by  this  solemn  ordinance  to  the  service  of 
his  Creator,  and  that  he  may  receive  the  sign  and  seal  of  the 
covenant  ol  grace  into  which  God  is  mercifully  pleased  to  enter 
with  all  his  children. 

I  beseech  you  to  call  upon  God  the  Father,  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  that  of  his  bounteous  mercy  he  will  grant  unto 
this  child  that  he  being  made  partaker  of  the  divine  nature 
may  grow  up  into  Christ,  our  living  Head,  in  all  things,  till  he 
he  comes  in  the  unity  of  the  faith  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature 
of  the  fullness  of  Christ;  and  unto  these  parents  the  needed 
grace  that  they  may  properly  discharge  all  the  duties  they  owe 
to  this  child  which  God  has  given  them. 

[Then  shall  the  minister  say:] 

Let  us  pray . 

Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  the  aid  of  all  who  need,  the 
helper  of  all  who  flee  to  thee  for  succor,  the  covenant-keeping 
God,'  we  thank  thee  that  thou  hast  made  it  our  privilege  to 
dedicate  our  children  to  thy  service,  that  they  may  live  to  thy 
glory,  and  gain  everlasting  life.  We  call  upon  thee  for  this 
Child  that  he  may  be  delivered  from  the  power  of  sin  and 
Satan,  and  sanctified  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
enjoy  the  everlasting  benediction  of  thy  heavenly  washing.  We 
pray  thee  for  these  parents,  that  they  may  realize  how  great  is 
the  responsibility  resting  upon  them,  touching  the  proper  train-

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ing  of  those  entrusted  to  their  care:  we  beseech  thee  to  grant 
unto  them  the  aid  of  thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  both  by  precept  and 
example  they  may  so  lead  this  child  in  the  narrow  way  of  life, 
that  both  parent  and  child  may  come  to  the  everlasting  king- 
dom, which  thou  hast  promised  by  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 
[Then  shall  the  people  stand  np;  and  the  minister  shall  say:] 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel  written  by  St.  Mark,  in  the 
tenth  chapter  at  the  thirteenth  verse: 

4 'They  brought  young  children  to  Christ,  that  he  should  touch 
them.  And  his  disciples  rebuked  those  that  brought  them; 
but  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much  displeased,  and  said  unto 
them,  Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them 
not,  for  of  such  is  the  kingdon  of  God.  Verily  1  say  unto  you, 
Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little 
child,  he  cannot  enter  therein.  And  he  took  them  up  in  his 
arms,  put  his  hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them." 
[Then  shall  the  minister  demand  of  the  parents  severally,  as  follows:] 

H  258.  Ques.  Dost  thou,  in  the  presence  of  God,  and  of  these 
witnesses,  solemnly  dedicate  this  child  to  the  Lord,  that  he 
may  live  in  his  service  all  his  days? 

Ans.     I  do. 

Ques.  Dost  thou,  so  far  as  thou  canst,  in  his  behalf,  renounce 
the  Devil  and  all  his  works,  the  vain  pomp  and  glory  of  the 
world,  with  all  covetous  desires  of  the  same,  and  the  sinful 
esires  of  the  flesh,  so  that,  in  the  training  of  this  child  thou 
wilt  not  follow  nor  be  led  by  them;  and  so  that,  as  far  as  in 
thee  lies,  thou  wilt  prevent  him  from  following  the  same? 

Ans.     I  do. 

Ques.  Dost  thou  believe  in  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments  ? 

Ans.     1  do. 

Ques.  Wilt  thou,  out  of  the  same,  dilligently  teach  this 
child  the  statutes  and  commandments  of  the  Most  High;  and 
wilt  thou  train  him  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the 
Lord? 

Ans.     I  will. 

[Then  the  minister  shall   take  the  child  into  his  hands  and  say  to  the 
friends  of  the  child:] 

If  259.     Name  this  child. 

[And  then  naming  it  after  them,  he  shall  sprinkle  or  pour  water  upon 
it,  or  if  desired,  immerse  it  in  water,  saying:] 

N.  I  baptize  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 

and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.    Amen. 
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[Then  shall  he  Bay,  ail  kneeling:] 
Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy  name;  thy 
kingdom  come;  thy  will  be  done,  in  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven; 
give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread,  and  forgive  us  our  trespasses, 
as  we  forgive  them  that  trespass  against  us;  and  lead  us  not 
into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil.     Amen. 

[Then  shall  the  minister  conclude  with  extemporary  prayer. 

THE   MINISTRATION   OP   BAPTISM    TO   SUCH   AS  ARE  OF   RIPER 

YEARS. 

If  260.  Dearly  beloved,  since  all  men  are  by  nature  sinners, 
and  have  nothing  in  themselves  by  which  they  can  be  delivered 
from  the  guilt  and  pollution  of  sin,  and  attain  to  that  holiness 
without  which  no  man  can  see  the  Lord,  we  invite  you  to  join 
with  us  in  fervent  prayer  for  these  persons,  that  they  may  have 
grace  always  to  keep  their  covenant  with  God,  and  that  they  may 
continually  enjoy  the  washing  of  regeneration,  and  the  renewing 
of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

[Then  shall  the  minister  say,] 

Almighty  and  immortal  God,  the  aid  of  all  that  need,  the 
helper  of  all  that  flee  to  thee  for  succor,  the  life  of  them  that 
believe,  and  the  resurrection  of  the  dead :  we  call  upon  thee  for 
these  persons  that  they,  coming  to  thy  holy  baptism  may  re- 
ceive the  inward  baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Receive  them,  0 
Lord,  as  thou  hast  promised  by  thy  well -beloved  Son,  saying, 
Ask,  and  ye  shall  receive;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find;  knock,  and 
it  shall  be  opened  unto  you;  so  give  now  unto  us  that  ask;  let 
us  that  seek,  find;  open  the  gate  unto  us  that  knock;  that  these 
persons  may  enjoy  the  everlasting  benediction  of  thy  heavenly 
washing,  and  may  come  to  the  eternal  kingdom  which  thou  hast 
promised  by  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

[Then  shall  the  people  stand  up,  and  the  minister  shall  say:] 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel  written  oy  St.  John  in  the 
third  chapter. 

"Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  Except  a  man  be  born  of  water 
and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 
That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh ;  and  that  which  is  born 
of  the  Spirit  is  spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I  say  unto  thee,  Ye 
must  be  born  again.  The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and 
thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof,  but  thou  canst  not  tell  whence  it 
cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth;  so  is  every  one  that  is  born  of 
the  Spirit." 
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[Then  the  minister  shall  speak  to  the  persons  to  be  baptized  in  this 

wise:] 

Well  beloved,  who  are  come  hither,  desiring  to  receive  holy 
baptism,  ye  have  heard  how  the  congregation  hath  prayed  that 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  would  vouchsafe  to  receive  you,  and  bless 
you,  to  give  you  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  and  everlasting  life. 
And  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  hath  promised,  in  his  holy  word,  to 
grant  all  those  things  that  we  have  prayed  for:  which  promise 
he  for  his  part  will  most  surely  keep  and  perform. 

Wherefore,  after  this  promise  made  by  Christ,  you  must  also 
faithfully  for  your  part,  promise,  in  the  presence  of  this  whole 
congregation,  that  you  will  renounce  the  devil  and  all  his  works, 
and  constantly  believe  God's  holy  word,  and  obediently  keep 
his  commandments - 

[Then  shall  the  minister  demand  of  each  of  the  persons  to  be  baptized 

severally:] 

%  261.  Ques.  Dost  thou  renounce  the  devil  and  all  his 
works,  the  vain  pomp  and  glory  of  the  world,  with  all  covetous 
desires  of  the  same,  and  the  carnal  desires  of  the  flesh,  so  that 
thou  wilt  not  follow  or  be  led  by  them  ? 

Ans.     I  renounce  them  all. 

Ques.  Dost  thou  believe  in  God,  the  Father  Almighty, 
Maker  of  heaven  and  earth  ?  and  in  Jesus  Christ  his  only  be- 
gotten Son,  our  Lord?  and  that  he  was  conceived  b}^  the  Holy 
Ghost,  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary  ?  that  he  suffered  under  Pontius 
Pilate,  was  crucified,  dead  and  buried;  that  he  arose  again  on 
the  third  day;  that  he  ascended  into  heaven,  and  sittethat  the 
right  hand  of  God  the  Father  Almighty,  and  from  thence  shall 
come  again,  at  the  end  of  the  world,  to  judge  the  quick  and  the 
dead? 

And  dost  thou  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  communion  of 
saints;  the  remission  of  sins;  the  resurrection  of  the  body,  and 
everlasting  life  after  death  ? 

Ans.    All  this  I  steadfastly  believe. 

Ques.    Wilt  thou  be  baptized  in  this  faith? 

Ans.    This  is  my  desire. 

Ques.  Wilt  thou  obediently  keep  God's  holy  will  and  com- 
mandments, and  walk  in  the  same  all  the  days  of  thy  life? 

Ans.    I  will  endeavor  so  to  do,  God  being  my  helper. 
[Then  shall  the  minister  say:] 

0  merciful  God,  grant  that  the  old  Adam  in  these  persons 
may  be  so  buried,  that  the  new  man  may  be  raised  up  in  them. 
Amen. 
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Grant  that  all  carnal  affections  may  die  in  them,  and  that  all 
things  belonging  to  the  Spirit  may  live  and  grow  in  them. 
Amen. 

Grant  that  they  may  have  power  and  strength  to  have  victory, 
and  triumph  against  the  devil,  the  world  and  the  flesh.     Amen. 

Grant  that  they,  being  here  dedicated  to  thee  by  our  office 
and  ministry,  may  also  be  endued  with  heavenly  virtues,  and 
everlastingly  rewarded  through  thy  mercy,  0  blessed  Lord 
God,  who  dost  live,  and  govern  all  things,  world  without  end. 
Amen. 

Almighty,  ever-living  God,  whose  most  dearly  beloved  Son, 

Jesus  Christ,  died  for  the  forgiveness  of  our  sins;  and  gave 

commandment  to  his  disciples  that  they  should  go  and  teach 

all  nations,  and  baptize  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 

of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  regard,  we  beseech  thee,  the 

supplications  of  this  congregation;  and  grant  that  the  persons 

now  to  be  baptized  may  receive  the  fulness  of  thy  grace,  and 

ever  remain  in  the  number  of  thy  faithful  and  elect  children, 

through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

[Then  shall  the  minister  take  by  the  right  hand  each  person  to  be  bap- 
tized: and  placing  him  conveniently  by  the  font*  according  to  his 
discretion,  shall  ask  the  name:  and  then  sprinkle  or  pour  water  upon 
him,  (or  if  he  shall  desire  it,  shall  immerse  him  in  water,)  saying:] 

H  262.    N.,    I  baptize  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 

the  Son,  and  of  the  Holv  Ghost.    Amen. 

[Then  shall  be  said  the  Lord's  Prayer,  all  kneeling,  concluding  with 
extemporary  prayer,  and  the  benediction.]

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THE  MARRIAGE   CEREMONY. 

(From  the  Free  Methodist  Discipline,  Chapter  X,  Section  VI.) 

FORM    OF    SOLEMNIZATION. 

[At  the  day  and  time  appointed  for  the  solemnization  of  matrimony, 
the  persons  to  be  married  standing  together,  the  man  on  the  right  hand, 
and  the  woman  on  the  left,  the  minister  shall  say:] 

If  281.  Dearly  beloved,  we  are  gathered  together  here  in 
the  sight  of  God,  and  in  the  presence  of  these  witnesses,  to  join 
together  this  man  and  this  woman  in  holy  matrimony;  which 
is  an  honorable  estate,  instituted  of  God  in  the  time  of  man's 
innocency,  signifying  unto  us  the  mystical  union  that  is  between 
Christ  and  his  Church ;  which  holy  estate  Christ  adorned  and 
beautified  with  his  presence,  and  first  miracle  that  he  wrought 
in  Cana  of  Galilee,  and  is  commended  of  St.  Paul  to  be  honor- 
able among  all  men;  and  therefore  is  not  by  any  to  be  taken  in 
hand  unadvisedly,  but  reverently,  discreetly,  advisedly,  and  in 
the  fear  of  God. 

Into  which  holy  estate  those  two  persons  present  come  now 

to  be  joined.    Therefore,  if  any  can  show  any  just  cause  why 

they  may  not  lawfully  be  joined  together,  let  him  now  speak, 

or  else  hereafter  forever  hold  his  peace. 

[And  also  sf  eaking  unto  the  persons  that  are  to  be  married,  he  shall 

say,] 

Tj  282.     I  require  and  charge  you  both  (as  you  will  answer 

at  the  dreadful  day  of  judgment,  when  the  secrets  of  all  hearts 

shall  be  disclosed)  that  if  either  of  you  know  any  impediment 

why  you  may  not  be  lawfully  joined  together  in  matrimony, 

you  do  now  confess  it;  for  be  ye  well  assured,  that  so  many  as 

are  coupled  together  otherwise  than  God's  word  doth  allow, 

are  not  joined  together  by   God,  neither  is  their  matrimony 

lawful.
